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King of drama 

Actor Richard E Grant moved to Richmond 29 years ago and has never looked back. 
Jay Baylis finds out about his new movie and the secret to a happy marriage 


H e may have scared your 

kids as the villain in Doctor 
Who , entertained you with 
his saucy hotel secrets on Sky Atlantic 
and educated you about artists who 
had worked on the French Riviera for 
BBC4 - but Richard E Grant fans are 
in for a treat this year with what he 
hints as being his ‘best role’ in ages. 

The Petersham-based actor, author 
and director is starring with Jude 
Law in new gangster movie Dom 
Hemingway , which will reach cinema 
screens later this year. A tongue in 
cheek crime drama about a safe cracker 
(Law) who after 12 years in jail for 
keeping quiet sets out to claim back 
what he is owed for his silence, with his 
best buddie Dickie (Grant) in tow. 

Grant, 55, says he was immediately 
intrigued when he met the director, 
Richard Shepard on Skype who told 
him, ‘I’ve written this for you, will you 
do it?’ And Grant, with the producer of 
Sexy Beast , Jeremy Thomas, also behind 
the project, was rightly flattered. 

After filming started in October, 


speculation is already building that this 
could be another British classic - 26 
years after Grant appeared in the cult 
flick Withnail And I which catapulted 
him to the A list. 

Then Grant was still a struggling 
actor in Richmond, having recently 
moved to the area in 1984. He had just 
appeared at the Orange Tree Theatre 
when it was still a room above a pub 
in Etherege’s The Man Of Mode. And 
he didn’t realise that finding fame 
three years later as the permanently 
inebriated, out-of-work actor Withnail, 
Richmond would provide him with the 
perfect haven of anonymity. 

‘I love Richmond,’ he enthuses. 

‘It’s half way between London and 
Heathrow and with 2000 acres of park, 
it’s as close to the country as I ever 
want to live. It’s possible to live utterly 
anonymously without anyone ever 
hassling you. I grew up in a town where 
everyone knew everyone else’s business, 
so it’s a real bonus.’ 

It’s probably why he and his family, 
wife Joan Washington and daughter

Olivia and stepson Tom have never left. 

‘Being able to walk my daughter to 
school when she was at The Vineyard 
or a short drive across the park to 
Ibstock Place School in Roehampton 
made my life as a dad very easy going. 
Then walking home along the river felt 
Enid Blyton perfect. 

‘When I am away I miss all that is 
unique about London - the sense of 
humour most of all and the unbeatable 
range of music, theatre, galleries, 
museums and the unpredictability of 
who you might meet,’ he says. 

And Grant knows a lot of people. 
His repertoire of work has made him 
a household name with over 80 films 
and television programmes including 
The Scarlet Pimpernel ., Jack & Sarah , LA 
Story , Gosford Park and The Iron Lady , 
to name just a few, which has and given 
him a legion of fans (and 5,566

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Twitter followers) who affectionately 
call him REG. The only other person 
who has called him Reg is Julie Walters 
when they worked together in 1989 
on the movie Killing Dad\ ‘She called 
me Reg and has done ever since. As she 
is the funniest person you could ever 
wish to work with, she could call me 
anything she likes,’ he says. 

And their friendship extends to 
when Grant asked Julie to appear in his 
directorial debut Wah-Wah, based on 
his diaries about his boyhood in colonial 
Swaziland. 

Born in Swaziland in 1957, where 
his father Henrik was the minister 
for education, Grant paints a strict 
upbringing where his dad banned TV 
in the house while his mother Leonne, 
a teacher, was more of a free-living 
nature. It was her adultery in a car 
with one of his dad’s friends that he 
witnessed at the age of 11 that pushed 
Grant into writing a diary, which he still 
keeps up now sporadically. His parents

subsequently divorced and Grant was 
left looking after his father who took to 
drink. It’s no surprise that after studying 
drama at Cape Town he headed for 
London in 1982, aged 25, and almost 
immediately fell in love. 

He met his future wife Joan - a voice 
coach - that December at the Actors’ 
Centre in London. ‘I went to learn a 
Belfast accent from her. She was doing a 
play at the Royal Shakespeare Company 
and needed a black African accent. She 
told me I was the only person she knew 
in London who could do this and that 
I should come and make some tapes for 
her. We got on instantly.’ 

When Grant went back to Swaziland 
for six weeks one Christmas he knew 
he’d met the right person and as soon 
as he flew back he says he ‘went on 


bended knee with my trolley at 6.30am 
at Heathrow Airport and, luckily for 
me, she said yes.’ The couple married 
in 1986 and Grant says: ‘We balance 
home and work by never being apart 
for more than three weeks and after 29 
years together, it’s worked so far.’ 

And while Grant’s work is always 
ever changing and evolving, where his 
home life in Richmond is concerned, he 
wouldn’t change much, apart from the 
parking restrictions that is! 

‘I long for the day that Queen’s Road 
is made a red route, as it’s a bottleneck,’ 
he says. ‘At the narrowest end between 
the Lass O’ Richmond Hill pub and the 
University opposite, it’s almost always 
reduced to a single lane traffic in either 
direction due to the street parking.

W hen thinking of getting away 

from it all for a weekend, rarely 
would I look to something so 
close. After all, I work in North London 
on a daily basis, so would I really want to 
stay around for a romantic hotel break? 

As soon as my train pulled into St Pancras 
International, I already knew the answer 
would be an emphatic yes. 

Once past the mod-cons of the shops, 
cafes and restaurants of the revamped train 
station, you approach the impressive facade 
of the St Pancras Renaissance Hotel. No 
matter how many times I see this Gothic 
masterpiece, I always look up with a feeling 
of awe. At the time George Gilbert Scott 
conjured up his masterplan for the hotel in 
1865 , it was wildly ambitious and very costly 
- but thank the lucky stars he got the go 
ahead to design this architectural wonder. 


Opened for a year and half now, the 
five-star St Pancras Renaissance Hotel has 
done much to recognise what Gilbert Scott 
created, with his Grand Staircase remaining 
central to the hotel. My wife and I were 
booked into one of the Chambers Grand 
Junior Suites, which are housed within the 
original Victorian building. 

The room itself is ultra modern, but with 
a welcome nod to the past. High ceilings, 
lavish proportions and ornate mouldings 
don’t look out of place at all alongside the 
32 ” LCD TV, king-size bed and stunning 
bathroom, all marble and marvel. Perhaps 
most impressive, however, are the expansive 
windows that offer a view onto the Eurostar 
terminal of St Pancras International. I 
had a very tough time preventing my wife 
booking spur of the moment tickets to her 
personal favourite destination, Paris. 
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No matter how many times I 
see this Gothic masterpiece,

FAST FACTS 


It was in 1865 that the Midland Railway Company 
held a competition for a 150-room hotel to be 
designed and built next to its railway station, St 
Pancras. George Gilbert Scott came up with a 300- 
room plan, but still won the competition and the 
hotel was eventually opened in 1873. The Midland 
Grand Hotel remained in operation until 1935, when 
it was deemed past its best and became railway 
offices, known as the St Pancras Chambers. So it 
remained until, in 2004, planning permission was 
granted to redevelop as a hotel to mark the arrival 
of St Pancras International. In 2011, the St Pancras 
Renaissance Hotel - with the main public rooms and 
some of the bedrooms from the old Midland Grand 
restored - opened to the public. 


To dinner and there are two options to 
mull over: the Marcus Warning operated 
Gilbert Scott Bar and Restaurant, or the 
Booking Office Bar and Restaurant. Both 
offer fantastic twists to fine British dining, 
but we opted for the latter. 

As expected at a five-star destination, 
service was exemplary, but given the relaxed 
surroundings we didn’t expect the high 
quality of food we were presented with. 
Fantastic from start to finish, we didn’t 
have any major quibbles. The calamari and 
mackerel pate to start were both gleefully 
ravished, with the latter in particular a 
great success, with the strong flavour of 
the mackerel complemented by the light 
creme fraiche topping. The main courses of 
chicken pie (a dish of the day and faultless) 
and sea bream (fantastically fresh, with 
maybe a little too much sauce) almost put 
pay to dessert, but we couldn’t resist the 
chocolate fondant with vanilla ice cream. 

Perhaps the cocktails from the Booking 
Office helped, but our night’s sleep was 
comfortable and disturbance-free, and there 
was something rather romantic waking 
up the next morning overlooking trains 
rumbling out of London and heading 
towards some of Europe’s top destinations. 
We prepared for breakfast by taking a dip 
in their relaxation pool and made a note 
that we had to return to sample the many 
spa treatments they have on offer, plus 
experience the gent’s grooming service at 
Melogy. It’s good to know that we have 
something special right on our doorstep, 
offering up a romantic encounter that you 
wish would be anything but brief.

T he stylish make-over of this humble 

terraced into a catalogue-worthy show- 
home is what inspired Rebecca Hayes 
to quit her job in the city and re-train to become 
an interior designer. 

The house had been on the rental market 
for years before Hayes and her husband 
William moved in and it needed re-decorating 
throughout, so the former lawyer saw it as the 
perfect opportunity to unleash her creativity.

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I t’s a chilly afternoon, but Marc Roberts is quite at home 
in the warmth of TW9’s La Luna di Luca Delicatessen, 
just a few doors up from his Parkgate office and a regular 
lunchtime pit stop.
